days of the communication of the order appealed 
against. 

(2) The Central Government shall pass such 
order on the appeal as it deems fit after giving an 
opportunity of being heard to the appellant. 

(.3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub- 
regulation (1), an appeal may be admitted after 
the period of thirty days if ihe appellant satisfies 
the Centra) Government that he had sulficicnt cause 
for not making an application within such period. 

11. Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
Regulations, .stevedoring licences which may he in 
force on the date of issue of these regulations 
shall, be deemed to have been issued under these 
regulations and shall continue to be valid till the 
expii 7 nt the period of such licences.
